SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Auk. 2.— With heads 
bowed 
in 
grief, the American nation today mourns the passing of its pres­ 
ident. 
Death struck down Warren G. Harding at 7:30 p. rn. 
Thursday following a day of renewed hope for his recovery. His 
death was due to cerebral apoplexy and came instantly and 
without warning as his wife read to him. It was all over in the 
twinkling of an eye. Mrs. Harding is standing the shock well. 
At dawn almost all arrangements to take the body back to 
Washington had been completed. 
The trip is to start early to­ 
day and end Tuesday. 
The body will probably lie in state in 
the capitol. Burial will be in Marion, Oho. Military honors will 
be paid to the dead commander by the army and navy through­ 
out the trip.

B iographical Sketch 
Air. Harding came of hardy pio­ 
neer stock. 
He was born at Bloom­ 
ing Grove, Morrow 
county, 
Ohio, 
November 2, 1m >5, the 
son 
of 
a 
country doctor, George T. Harding. 
Like most country boys he went to 
country school between morning and 
night chores and later attended col­ 
lege at Iberia, Ohio. 
He tried school 
teaching for a year, but having had 
a smell of printers’ ink while stick­ 
ing type for his college paper, the 
lure drew him into the 
newspaper 
field. 
His family meantime moved 
to Marion in an 
adjoining 
county 
where he obtained his 
first 
news­ 
paper job, and where his life inter- 
t I.- were centered thereafter. 
Mr. 
H arding’s ambition was to become 
a publisher, and it was realized at 
the age of IU when he bid on 
the 
Marion Star at a sheriff's sale. The 
paper was purchased under a heavy 
mortgage and his friends have often 
said that the struggles and hardships 
which were his in making this paper 
a success had much to do in fashion­ 
ing his character and developing a 
broad patience and tolerance which 
were his chief characteristics. 


H ad P rid e in W ork. 
Whatever his other attainm ents, 
Mr. Harding’s greatest pride was in 
his professional accomplishments and 
training as printer, editor and pub­ 
lisher. 
Nor did the interests and 
exacting duties of 
his high office 
serve to dull his delight in pottering 
about a composing room. On his first 
trip back home after his inaugura­ 
tion, 
he went to the Star offices, 
pulled off his coat, rolled 
up 
his 
sleeves, borrowed a chew of tobac­ 
co and helped “make up” the paper. 
His luck charm was a printer’s rule, 
carried always in a vest pocket. 
As his ambition had carried him 
into the ranks of publishers so his 
fancy took him into the 
realm 
of 
politics. 
From the first he was an 
urdent partisan and his insistence 
upon wearing a “stove 
pipe 
h at” 
the bad ge of support of 
J a m es G. 
Blaine, while a reporter on a demo­ 
cratic newspaper brought his sharp 
reprimand from his chief, who held 
it to be inconsistent for a worker 
on a democratic paper to so promi­ 
nently display the symbol of his re­ 
publicanism, 
Wa* a Good S peaker. 
The future president’s ability as 
a stump speaker won him early re­ 
cognition from his locul purty lead­ 
ers. 
Marion county then was in the 
democratic column and he undertook 
to swatch it to the republican party, 
but his first effort at office on his 
party ticket resulted in 
u 
defeat, 
though he commanded an unexpect­ 
ed vote. 
Mr. H arding’s first polit­ 
ical office was that of Ohio State 
senator, to which he was elected at 
the age of 34. 
lie served two term* 
and later was elected lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor of his State. In IU IO he sought 
the governorship of his 
Stute 
but 
was defeated. 
Four years later he 
was elected to the United States sen­ 
ate, where he served six years, much 
of the time es a member of the im­ 
portant foreign relation* committee.

P. K. Trant, 33 years old charged with 
killing 
Douglas 
Sullivan 24 in front of the home of the former Tuesday after­ 
noon underwent preliminary examination this morning at 10:00 
in the court of Judge J. W. Hamilton. 
His bond was fixed at 
$2,500, which was promptly furnished by persons present, and 
Mr. Trant was released on this bond to await the action of the 
grand jury which convenes September 17. Sheriff L. E. More­ 
head and J. E. McGee were the witnesses called. It was brought 
out in the examinng trial that Douglas Sullivan married 
Miss 
Glada Mae Trant, 15-year old daughter of P. K. Trant, June 17, 
1923, since which time had had several times mistreated her. 
On Tuesday noon, according to evidence, he was displeased 
with the lateness of her dinner which she claimed was due to 
her having washed that morning, and that he quarreled with 
and beat her. 
Upon his departure, the wife went across the 
street to the home of her mother, Mrs. P. K. Trant, and remain­ 
ed there. After the return of P. K. Trant, Mr. Sullivan, accord­ 
ing to the evidence, came over to her father’s house and de­ 
manded her return. 
An altercation resulted in which Sullivan 
was shot and killed.

L eaf Worm Reported. 
Ii. It. Reppert, entomologist, Ex­ 
tension Service, A. and M. College, 
of Texas, advises that leaf worm in­ 
festation is being 
reported 
from 
many 
sections 
of Texas, ranging 
from Panola county on the East to 
Uvalde in the Southwest. 
The fol­ 
lowing given out by Mr. Reppert 
-hould be of interest to those desir­ 
ing to undertake the control of the 
leaf worm: "W hen the insect ap­ 
pears in destructive numbers, dust­ 
ing with the proper arsenical will 
control it. 
Dry arsenate of lead is 
be t, and should be applied at the 
rate of three pounds per acre. There 
is little danger of burning the foli­ 
age with this poison. 
Paris green 
applied 
in dust form is effective, 
but is apt to burn the foliage, and 
.oily about one and a half pounds 
per acre should be used. 
Further, it 
should always be diluted with about 
three or four parts of air slaked lime 
to one part of the poison. 
London 
purple is also apt to burn, but if no 
other poison is available, might be 
used with great caution, in the same 
way as advised for 
Paris 
green. 
London purple is also of very varia­ 
ble coir position, and for this reason 
the results are not always what could 
de desired. 
White arsenate is very 
unsafe on account of the danger of 
burning. 
Calcium arsenate may be 
used ai the rate of about five pounds 
per acre, undiluted. 
Our advice is 
to use lead arsenate or calcium ar 


mended are for cotton about eigh­ 
teen inches high. 
For larger cotton 
the am ount should be increased ac­ 
cordingly.” 
Sprays made from cat­ 
tle dip, white arsenate, etc., are not 
endorsed on account of 
danger 
of 
burning foliage. 
It seems to early 
to turn the cotton plants over to the 
leaf worm, even though the plants 
are more or less fruitless now. Re­ 
ports are made of some Brazos bot­

farm ers 
wTho 
poisoned 
their 
fruitless cotton last year

proximately 5,000,000 acres of land, 
sold form erly by the state, will be 
placed on the m arket for sale again 
by the state on September I for non­ 
payment of interest on the land, ac­

State Land Commissioner J. T. Rob­ 
ison. 
Notices of forfeiture are be­ 
ing sent out to the purchasers at the 
present tim e, according to Commis­ 
sioner Robison. The money from the 
sale of this land will go to the Texas 
public school fund. 
Persons 
who 
will forfeit land may redeem it by 
paying the interest on money due 
the State by September I after which 
time the claim to it 
will be void. 
Not more than six sections of this 
state land will be sold to any per­ 
son who has ever bought land from 
the state before.
